(Currently amended) A mount or mounts p l ura l ity of mounts releasably adhered to 
a single sheet of a backing matendl, the each mount consisting of a single layer of 
plastic such as PVC and being a mount for mounting a sheet object pap e r to glass, 
and comprising a body having a first surface carrying an adhesive coating which 
adheres capab l e of adh e ring the mount to part of the surface of a sheet obiect ef 
pap e r to form a mountable arrangement, and a second surface vy^hich secures 
capab l e of securing such a mountable arrangement directly to glass v/ithout 
adhesive, by the well-known "cling" properties of such PVC which has been rendered 
soft by plasticiser additives .

25. (Currently amended) A mount for mounting a sheet obiect paper to glass, 
consisting of a single layer of plastic such as PVC and having a first surface carrying 
an adhesive coating which adheres capab le of r ele asably adh e ring the mount to a 
sheet obiect a sheet of pap e r permanently or releasably to form a moun table 
arrangement and a second surface which secures capab le of s e curing such a 
mountable arrangement directly to glass without adhesive by the well-known "cling" 
properties of such PVC which has been rendered soft by plasticiser additives .; where 
the first and second surfaces are mutually opposite. 

26. (Currently amended) A mount according to claim 25, wherein the first surface 
carrying an adhesive coating, adheres the mount to only a part of one surface of a 
sheet obiect a sh ee t of pap e r to form a mountable arrangement. 

27. (Original) A mount according to claim 25, wherein the first or second surface of 
the mount is flat. 

28. (Original) A mount according to claim 25, wherein the mount is flexible.

34. (Original) A mount according to claim 25, wherein the first surface of the mount is 



adhered releasably to a backing material. 

35. (Currently annended) A mount according to claim 25, wherein the entire surface 
of the mount is adhered to less than half of the area of a surface of a sheet object 
pap e r for permitting the said sheet o biect of pap e r to be mounted to glass. 

36. (Previously presented) A method for securing a first material to a second materioL 
comprising: 

- releasably adhering a first surface of a mount to the first material with an adhesive 
coating carried by the first surface, wherein the mount and first material form a 
mountable arrangement; and 

- securing a second surface of the mount to the second material without adhesive, 
where the first and second surfaces are mutually opposite and the mount consists of a 
single layer of plastic such as PVC. 

37. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 36, wherein the first material 
is a paper-based material. 

38. (Previously Presented) The method according to claim 36, wherein the second 
material is a gloss-based material. 

39. (Previously Presented) Thie method according to claim 36, wherein the second 
material has a smooth surface. 

40 (Previously presented) A method for securing a first material to a second material, 
comprising: 

- adhering a first surface of a mount to a part of one surface of a sheet of paper with 
on adhesive coating carried by the first surface, wherein the mount and the sheet of 
paper form a mountable arrangement; and 

- securing a second surface of the mount to glass without adhesive, where the first 
and second surfaces are mutually opposite and each mount consists of a single layer 
of plastic such as PVC. 

41. (Currently amended) A mount arrangement for mounting paper to glass 
comprising: 

a plurality of of mounts, each mount consisting of a single layer of plastic such as PVC 
and having a first surface carrying on adhesive coating which adheres capab le of 
adh e ring the mount to a sheet of paper to form a mountable arrangement, and a 
second surface capable of securing such a mountable arrangement directly to gloss 
without adhesive; where the first and second surfaces ore mutually opposite.
